It is written of the <Malehars in the Ealk Ivdirs,: that 
| theix 
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their: Noble-men called Naeros, weare long nailes on 
theit handes;-10 $shew , that they are Gentlemen , and 
ao; workers z:for to worke they are ashamed ; others 
muſt worke for them, and they were borne tono end 
in theworld ,- but to linc and cate, and drionke, and 
waſte the; good creatares'of God, and ſo to doe mil- 
chiefs till they: dic ; wherein they ſceme to reſemble 
Swinewhoare neuer either pleatant or profitable , till 
they'be, ſcene in a dish.. Wee ſee all the beaſts and 
bicdes of prey, are not ſo ſociable or yſctull to man , as 
thoſe that labour diligently for their livings with man. 
There is: more vic of rhe 'Horle , then of the Lyon; of 
the Oxe, then ofthe Beare z of the sheepe, then of the 
Volfe; of the ijnnocent- Dove, then of the raucnous 
Kyte,Buzzard;or Hawke; though many men rather de- 
light toafſociate themfelues with theſe rhen with thoſe, 
to shew the lazie diſpoſition of their baſe , barbarous, 
and 1yrinnous natiires'; and how much they incline'to 
the execrable example of Cai, or the new-tound Cani- 
bals, the fonnes of curſed Cham. 

I ncced not trauecl farre for examples in this kinde; 
the Monopoliſts and Improuers of our Land, and the 
irreligious Impropriators, who prey vpon Church and 
State , -ate of rhis Order; yea all our private Wealth 
ſlwarmes ' vvith theſe Monſters , and their breede 
is from the lazie fceumme of counterfeyt Gentilitie, 
who bearing thoſe :Armes idely ', which their dili- 
geat Predecefiours have; purchaſed as badges of ſome 
honorable atchieuement,' doe thereby diſgrace their 
Originals, as if they were priuiledged to be vicious by 


the redundancyof their predeceſſors vertues. But as it Arift, de 


is truce that rhe Philoſopher faith, Nobile et god ex bond anun. h, x,

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Procedit gevere: Wo it is-as truc which he likewiſe faith, 
Generoſuns eff ; quod non a natura ſua non degenerantt: theſe 
therefore cither'/being baſe in their Originals ; or: dege. 
nerating from the nobilitie and veriue of thejr Ance. 
tors, become of Common-wealths-men, common-woes-men, 
and ſtudy to doe ſuchadts, andinvent ſuch projeQs, as 
may vndo the publique for their private and inordinate 
delires. Yea, the example of theſe fo corrupts the Stare, 
and ſo ouerſpreades the face and body thereof ,"like a 
Canker or Tetter-worme,as it hath wel-nigh caten out 

' the yaliant race of the ancient Eugirh yeomandrie, which 
was one of the chicfe glories of -out. Nation ,:and' the 
principal baſe and foundation of the Common.wealth; 
at leaſt of the ſtrength and libertic thereof.' Nor that 
heereby 1 intend to diſparage the Nobilitie;, (which' is 
ſupplementum , or complementum , as the other is frowamen. 
zum Reipublice) butrather to preſerve it intirefromy mix- 
tare: and coagulation, and tolet- all men fee that' the 
roote of eucry cominendable vocation is diligence; 
and to be without a yocation cannot ſubſiſt with'true 
Nobility.Forall the honors & priviledges of the ancient 
Nobilitie,were granted ypon this ground,that they had 
worthily ated ſpmething for the generall benetit of 

| many : yea Principalitic it ſclte ſprings from 1his low, 

_ but fruitefull root. So that as Primum ens conſideratum in 

Eccl.zi,g. MCtaphyſica,e/t illud quod ; wy gue & caritate : Sic

nor hoped in mony and treaſures. Who ts he? and Wee Will con 

bim: for Wouderfull things hath be done among ft bu pes- 

pes 
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ple; Who hath betne rried. hereby and found perfit ? Let bim 
bee an eximple of glorie. Who might offentt:;; and hath'not of- 
fended', or might doe enill aud: hath 'not dont it # Therefore 
shall by goodne e bee 'eftablizhed , and the Congregation 
thall proclaime bu loue and charitie, And afier ,- ſpea- 
king of Enoch, Noe, Abraham, Iſaak, and Iacob, the ancient 
Worthies, and of their workes of wifdome, he ſaith , 4/ 
theſe Were honor able mer jun their generations , and Were Well 
reported of in their times.

"Thus if we locke into Antiquitic amongſt the Eth- 
nickes;; enen vnto thoſe that canonized, or rather dei- 
fied their Princes, we $shall finde, that when the de- 
ſire'of dominion began to diſturbe the whole World, 
and brake out into open hoſtility and invaſion, the di-- 
ligent and induſtrious perſons were forced , for their 
owne ſafety, toelet out ſome of the ſtrongelt from 
the reſt, to be their guard from forraine aſſaults : And 
to theſe they gaue both ritles.and priviledges, 10 incou- 
rage their diligent attention on their offices; yea and 
Fr death did ſo farre celebrate their happy memo- 
ries,as the Ages following (ignorant of the true cauſe) 
made them gods, and gaue them divine hogour; elpe- 
cially the Poets » which were the Chroniclers of thoſe 
times. Thus it appeares, that Nobility was firſt ftiom 
Office, not from nature , among the Heathen : and for 
the lewes,- Siracides (ſpeakes of the ludges who gover- 
ned the State, and defended them from forraine tyran- 
ny. Let (faith he) their bones flourub out of their place , ans

Farmer for my. next new 
maſter :11ay for my next riew maſter, +becauſe of late 
the auncient; Owner, by this idle courſe hath learned 
to out-law himfelfe of all ; ſo that the diligent tradeſ: 
man cates outthe lazie Lord: and as the Poet ſingsvf 
T0, jam ſeges vbi Troja fuit, ſo may 1 ſay of theſe, the 
Taylor hath taken meaſure: of many faire Mannors, 
and (uryayed them by the Yard-wand; 'making that the 
Iacobre 
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Iaobs-flafſe to leuell the Nobilitic : who being carefull 
todreſſe themſelues ſaperfluouſly braue , care not for 
their countrie, but make that naked and ragged ; and 
the poore Tenant vncertaine to ſtay longer then his 
ycare , is loth to build a neſt for another bird : and fo 
the Land is impouerished , and polled, and every thing 
expoſed to waſte. Burt this is not all the miſchicfe , for 
the poore Tenant yndone alſo by this hard Farme, and 
outed ofall, (having notwithſtanding his paines and 
providence, catcn vp his horſe and cowes , and whole 
eſtate.) now fals cither to theft or beggerie; in vvuhich 
lazie kinde of life , hee ſoone findes tuch ſweetnelle, as 
hee wonders not now,that his Land-lord loued his eaſe 
ſo well, ſince he ſees by experience, that proyerbe to bee 
true which ſaith ; Well fare nothing once in the yeare_ ; for 
ſuch as haue nothing are vvithout cate or feare, and 
may fit ſtil] when others muſt looke out.

looke ypon- the Lawyers ; and ſecwho it 


| is amongſt 
them , that refuſeth to plead againſt th and innocen- 
cy, forfalſchood and treaſon , if he may hane his Fee. 
Looke vpon the Clergie, if there bee not a D. Shaw, 
ready to juſtifieany ation or opinion which should be 
borne:out with the ſtrength and authoritic of the time, 
and to- proge it Canonicall and Orthodoxe, for the 
hope of preferment. Looke into the Countrie, if the 
grecdy Farmer doe not ingtofle three or foure ſeueral 
Farmes , which had wont to maintaine as many fami- 
lies; whileſt; beeing yoable to ſtocke all of them, or to 
follow all of themy being ſtockt, he beggars hereby him- 
ſelf, the poorc,his Land-lord,and the Commonwealth. 
And though this be contrarie to the Law of the Land, 
and to all conſcience ,.yet in hope of priuate. gaine he 
will doe it to the, publique loſſe.. Looke into all Ofh- 
ces either of the Church ar -Conmmon-wealth;; if this 
abuſe be not generall:ſo that the places which had wont 
to maintaine, and imploy three or foure able men, are 
now ingrolt by one that perhaps yaderſtands nothing 
ia them , but mult execute by, deputy; nay , rorkage 
this one ignorant man. ingrofleth iwo or three of thele,; 
to the gencrall detriment and diſcouragement of all. 
And whercas heereiofore able men both in ſtate and 
otherwiſe, were choſen to. high apd honorable places, 
who would neither giue bribes to come in, nor neede 
take any beeingin : Now others are imployed too of- 
ten, who mult bribe to come 1n, and mult needs take - 
bribes to recouer their expences,and to maintaine their 
eſtates, being ouce come.in, Would to God there were 
an Aft made, that whoſoever should ſecke durely or 
inditealy, by himſclte or friends, by mony cr other- 
F 2 - wiſe 


wiſe, any office in Church or Common-wealth til! he 
were thereunto freely called and invited by ſuch as had 
lawfull power, might thereby be diſabled ro enter, and 
bee caſt out, vpon proofe , beeing centred. Then men 
would labour to make themſelves fit, and thar might 
truly be termeda Caſing , yvhich now is nothing but an 
intruſion, vſurpation, or purchaſe. Thus the ſtudie of 
privacie diſturbes and overthrowesall bleſſed commu. 
nitie, and turnes the bleſſings of God into curſes : for 
if God ſend plenty,the poore-Farmer cannor liue,things 
arc ſo cheape, that all the increaſe hee hath cannot pay 
his Landlords Rent, it is ſet ſo high, and proportio- 
ned to the greateſt increaſe, and to the greateſt price: 
And the Land-lord can abate nothing of his Rent , ha- 
ving (et his apparell , dyet, and other expences at the 
highelt pitch : if he should abate of his Rent, hee muſt 
then abateof theſe' alſo , which neither his wife, nor 
his childe, nor himſelfe yyill admit : Nay rather let rhe 
poore ſterue, let the Common-wealth decay, and the 
vyhole cunne toruine, then they rcforme any-of their 
ſinnes, or forbeare any'of their ſaperfluities. Thus 
therefore whereas wee fad wont to pray for peace and 
plenty, vvhileſt charitie dwelt amongft vs, now both 
rich and poore muſt pray for warre, ſcarcitic, and fa- 
mine, elſe one man cannot liue by another. 

This is the efte@t of privacie, whilſt every man cares 
onely for himſelfe,and neglets the Common-wealth : 
but hisis contrarie to the praQtiſc of the Piſmire, vyho 
likea good Common wealths-man , gathers for him- 
ſelfe and others in communitie. And therefore Salomon 
ſends vsto learne there a leſſon of true policie and wiſ- 
dometo doe the like : Goe to the Piſmire_, 0 Sluggard, 
(faith

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(ith he) conſider her Yogyes and. bee Wiſe : that is, provide 
for others as wellas for thy (elfe, provide for Li 
vvith reſpe& to all: To doe otherwiſe, is to play the 
foole; thus to doe, is to be truly wiſe. 

The Concluſion or extration remaines, which is, #8 
be Wiſe: For that is the end or ſcope of all; the thing 
wherein vve truly reſemble the Angels , and excell the 
beaſtes, As one ſaith very vvell, that Reading makes 4 
full man, Writing a perfet? man, and ſpeaking 4 ready man;

To be agreat Scholer, a great. Philoſopher , to bee 
ene in the hidden-ſecrets of Nature, to'hauethe' Arts 
ad onguem, the Languages ad verbum ; yea to know as 
much in all as _H##orle; or more then fo, as much as S4- 
lomon did, is not yet toarriue-at this point,to be wiſe. 

To vnderſtand the whole bodie' of Divinitie , to re- 
ſoluc all the kaotty controverſies tharate in the world, 
or may bee imagined; to confute all the falshoods , to 
confirme all the truths that are propoſed and oppoſed, 
to know as much as S$a/omon did ; and more, as much as 
Satan doth, is not ye to arrive at this point,to be wiſe, 

To becagreatand perfect Politician , diving into 
thoſe arcane Impery that arc ſcaled vp in Glence: to bee 
acquainted with all forraine Countries and Cuſtomes, 
to know the natures ofall peopie,and to be able to carry 
alweete hand, vyherewith to manage them cafily and 
naturally : to have awit apt. and ready tor all times and 
turacs; fitting all perſons, places,and occaſions: to have 
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_ _ GigerſRing, toſec all{/yet bee vnſcene :- Mydlas cates; to 
heergall ,,even thewhiſpering/ of the reedes : Arow 
eyes,10 ſee all.: Briarixs hands ; a finger in every corner 
of the world : to difſemble more artificially then Ma- 
hiauel,rrioxe naturally then Lews the eleventh: 10 cx- 
ceed x Achitophel in png 65. omeroms toequall Hwhai or 
S$/omen in warratuable, honeſt, 3nd necelſlariepolicie, is 
not yet 10arriue at this point, to be We. 

For he tharwill be wiſe, muſt nor:onely labour for 
yviſedome, {that is, to get the Theory or bare Speculation 
thereof as:it is a Srence) :but when he hath gottin'thar, 
he muſt-labour with wiſedome alſo, iorelie:hce can ct. 
tet nothing : that is, he muſt shew his witedome in 
ation : for 2 #r1u in attione conſettit. Witedome is nor gi- 
uen that we Should ſit-ſtill and fleepe with it , or play 
or-dally with it, as: with a pleaſant companion, but to

There needesno wiſedome to flleepe , to bee ſilent, 
Or to- be idle ; the foole can doe alltheſe as well as Salo 
98 : But 40 watch when others fleepe, and to that 
purpoſe-rhat others may ſleepe the fafer; to worke when 
others play,” and to. that end, that the idlencſle of one 
may not be prejudiciallio many, toall : to ſpeaxe when 
others will not, cannot, dare not; and ſo to ſpeake, that 
others may;beinformed, awabked , edificd, warned , in- 
Orufed, and made wiſer : this requires wztedome, this 
is to be Wiſe : that is , dil;gent, ditcreet , and couragious, 

The idle and ſecure people were drowned in the ge. 
rerall Deluge : there needed no great wiidome to doe 
as they did, A foole can (it ſtill, and laugh, aud fing, 
till he vyarer ſtop his winde, and he be. owned ,:and 
{o-can a drunkard , or a mad-man: but to obey. rhe 
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voyceof God, to vvarrfe an4admonish others, to build 
the Arke,to prouidefor the creatures as amaſtter for his 


feruants,to enterinto and ſtay in the Arke;, till rhe'ful-

Caſt 
your eycs backe to Abraham, Iſaac, Igcob , Ioſeph, David, 
and all the ſeryanits of God, and marke how they were 
fittted for their yocations, & put to many hard ſchooles 
to learne wiſedome : yea Salomon himſclfe, into whom 
God infuſed a plentifull portion of wiſedome , did not- 
withſtanding increaſe and perfect the ſame by cxperi- 


ence. So that 'though in his other words and writings 


he excell othermen , yet in his Zccleſiaftes , (which is a

Conſider if ever Age affoorded ſuch three Contem- 
poraries, as Elizabeth then of Enziand, Henry the fourth 
of France , and [ames our preſent King and Soveraigne. 
The firlt and laſt perſecuted from their Cradles, be- 
came thereby wiſe abou their fellowes; and the one 
did till her laſt , and the other doth continue a Defender 
of the Faith, in ſpite of Hell, whoſe gates could never 
prevaile (though ſer wide open) to ti.uch a hayre of 
their heads. The third , wiſe and yalianr, loſt the true 
vic of both with His Faith ; when tcarc and humane 
G 3 frailty, 
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fraily, for politicke reſpedts, cauſed him to admit Their 
entrance into his State, vvho never left vvorking till 
they caſt him oat: He by Gods juſt judgement becing 
maze an example to warne other Princes, whileſt hee 
would not take example by the like fall of His Prede- 
ccſſours. | | 

A naturall foole cannot bee made wiſe by experi- 
ence, nor any other man without it. What knowledge 
- Foy hath he (faith Siracides) that &« not tried ? Aman that i in-

the meane time, I vvish them a ſafe Warre vnder-fo 
ing- ſtayed and adyiſeda Chicfe,rather then an voſate peace; 
which, bringing in corruption, would ſoone open 8 
doore to the Conqueror. For, as the ſtate of things now 
that Y Gandeth, behold what profit they-make by the warres, 
which the peace would loſe them. | 

1, Firſt, jt increaſcth their Shippiog, cauſing them 
H 2 labour 
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laboar to excecd their Adverſary by Sea , as farre as Hee 
exceedeth them by Land : Which rruly, 1 thinke , they 
have accomplished, ſo that whilſt hee aſſaults them at 
home , he findes them threatning worſe warres to him 
in both the Indies, and blocking yp every Haven of His 
with their Men of warre. And this oddes they haue of 
him in theſe warres , that ( beſides their felfe- ſufficien- 
cie, andthe privie contribution and aide of their friends 
and confederates , which tremble ynder the formida. 
ble growth of the Spanish Greatnefle , and ſecke to hin- 
der it this way ) it' His Indzes furnish- him with. meanes 
to aſſault, the ſame Indies furnish them with mcanes 
to defend : and I doubt not, but in time the warre that 
now infeſteth all Europe, will be remoovyed farther off 
into Aa, Africa, or America : and that Hee , who 
now is the common aſſaylairt, will be driven in all thoſe 
parts of the world to'be the Defendant', and to write 
Ne plus vitra in Chriſtendome. 

As for the multitude of their Shippes it is ſuch , that 
whilſt I conſider it, mee thinkes it probable , that as 
many of them inhabite.the Sea, as the Land. Of this 1 
am aſſured , that divers families hauc no houſes but 
their Ships and Boates , in which 'they were borne, 
brought vp , and doe liue after a commodious- and 
cleanly manner: Andas they were borne, ſo intend 
to dye free-men ; infomuch , as if Spaize should jufile 
them out of the Land, they are reſolved to people the 
Sea, andrather commit themſclves ; with Noah, to the 
mercy of the waues, ynder Gods proteQion , then bce 
ſubje& to men, whom they haue found leſle merci- 
full in their powers, and more boundlefle and yaſt in 
thcir deſires, © thenthe Ocean. : vi | 
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And yet this diligence of theirs, in winning much 
Land from the Seas vſurpation ; and this providence 
of theirs, in making $hift to live with their Families at 
Sea in Ships and Boates , and Samoreuſes , when their 
Goshen will not affoord that numerous people houſe. 
roome : and that. generofitie and nobility of their na- 
tures , in ſtruggling for their-auncient and native free- 
dome , again(t ſo potentan Adyerſary, (a vertue that 
bath beene hereditary , and long ſince obſerved by 74- 
citmin theſe watlike Batavians) are now all winedto-Tacie, 
vices by Envy ; who can ſce nothing good in this peo. Anoal, lib 
ple, nor any thingevill ia their Adyerfaries;- It is more ** ©P+*0# 
juſtfor Spayne to ſupplant them , thenfor them to ſup- 
plant fishes ; and that which doth commendthem , that 
they can line any where , nwuſt fo diſgrace them, as they 
may be thought vaworthy to live any where... Bur let 
Envie ſtill rayle- freely ; whilſt theſe enjoy. their free- 
dome; and may they ſtill want domefticke neceflacies, 
whilſt this want neceſſitates their diligence, and OCca» 
fioneth the encreaſe of their ſtrength by Sea. 

As theirshipping , fo their Exciſe payesa great part of 
the. warre , and returncs that money which they diſ- 
burſe to the ſouldicr home againe, As vvec ſee the- 
Sunneexhales vapours from the Sea; theſe , botteled 
vpin cloudes , fall dovvne in shovvers, and refresh the 
earth , and ſo by rivers and draynes, as by vcines, pale 
into the ſea againe, from vyhence they aroſe. | 

And this is to be ſcene, eſpecially in the Exciſe of 
Wine and Beere, vyhere every Hereticke and Schiſmaticke, 
that loues his liquor though he hates the State , and 
euery drunkard and debosht perſon , vyvbo being firſt a 


Dave to ſottishnefie, cares not to yyhom cliche becomes 
| : H 3 a ſlauc, 
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a fave, are made by this ſecret and inſenſible meanes 


to contribute towards the warres ; yea and the carcleſſe 
and improuident ſouldier , who ſpends his intertaine- 


drinke , and his flesh for bread, is, as if he were a vo- 
luntary , and ferucd at his owne charge : for cucry pay- 
day , he payes backe his meanes to the Sutler, and heto 
the common purle. 

Now as they pay Exciſe generally vpon all Beere,ſo 
eſpecially great Exciſe vpon forrceigne Wine and Beere, 
x. Firſt becauſe, though they cannot altogether keepeit 
our, for that it should hinder their trading, yet that this 
may bee a meanes to. reſtraine and limit the exceſfle 
thereof, being but for matter of pleaſure, not neceſlitie. 

2.Secondly , by this meanes their owne Beere and 
Batly is vented at good rates, which if ours were gene. 
rally and freely admitted, would ſcarce be vendible; and 
ſo menare excited and incouraged to ſow, mavlt, brew, 
and to ſeeke to ſupply the Common. wealth within it 
fclfe , without borrowing abroad. 

And whilſt I conſider this; I can but ſometime 
wonder (perhaps in my ignorance) at our reſtraints 
about the out-Jading of Corne and Beere, cuen when 
there is no dearth but plenty, if men were forced to 
bring out their ſtore. Aduredly if in the time of ſcar- 
city , when God ſeemes to call vs to faſting and humili. 
ation , (as at this preſent ) faſting were cnjoyned and 
ſtrialy obſcrucd , and the Alchouſes daily and duly viſi- 
td for auoyding of idlenes , drunkennefle and exceſſiue 
xyot , there needed no other prouifion againſt fa. 
mine, But this is the plague, theſe Statutes being penall 
arc beg'd aforchand , or Icft to the purſuite 0 rs 
and 


ment idely, and ſfejleth {( as it were) his blood for | 
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and baſe Zramoters , who compound the forfejture and 
cooſen che Lawe ; or. conimitted to the overſight of 
ſuch as are Ingrofſers themſclues, who deſire to haue 
all things deere, that they may vent their owne com. 
modities at the beſt rate , and ſogrow rich , though the 
Common wealth waxe poore. | 

3+ Thirdly from this Exciſe of forraine Beere and 
other commodities the State makes more gaine to- 
wards the maintenance of -the warres and other pub- 
lique workes, then all the reſt that deale in them, For 
in Beere cſpecially_ they double the price , and haue 
clearcly as much for the Exciſe as the Merchant paid to 
the Braer, Now in this they do the parts of prouident 
fathers , whoſecing their prodigall children waſte their 
portions , they vaderhand lend money , which their 
children know not of, and:ſo preſerue their Lands 
from fale , and their pawnes from forfeiture, returning 
them againe when they hauc more wit to keepe them 
and yſc them, 
' Andin my conceit, this were-a good Toile to take our 
frugall Fexes, and a-ſare trap for our negligent drun- 
kards and prodigall heires 5 .who bcing only niggardly 
in publique E: 1. where they should freely giue , will 
grutch todiſ burſe ſix pence towardes the maintenance 
ofthe Miniſter, and reliefe of the, poore , or. twelue 
pence towardes a Subſedy for defence of the State , or 
for the Kings and Kingdomes honour , whea they will 
at that very time, willingly ſpend ten times ſo much in 
ryotand exceſle , neuer feeling or complaining of the 
matter, though they continued this courſe euery day, 
and cannot by perſwaſipns, of reaſon,or the farce and 
authoritic of the lawes of God or, man,beduuertedand 

fo. ts Feathers .7W drawpe 
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drawn from it: fach abiſenelſe there 1vin'wat), flick 
a dull and beaftly fonishnefle; in” natare, to contrary 
Religion and reaſoh, eſpecially being ſeconded in any 
cuill by company, and confirmed therein by cuſtome, 
paſtreclaiming. » 

Now ifthe vnited Proyinces had peace. with Spare, 
as other Countries haue, or were in ſubjetion ro 
Spaine , 2s not onely the Spanyards, but ſome of their 
owne infeted members, and ſome orhers perhaps of 
Ours, inconfiderately (as I ſuppoſe) ſeeme to defire: 
then neither should they be ſecure of their owdie lives, 
eſtates, and libettics, nor their neighbors ſafe by them, 
For aſſuredly, howſocyer men flatter themſelves, as the 
Catholike King would be King of all Catholike ſub. 
jeds, ſo moſt of the ſeeme to deſire him for their head: 
But should they be ſo vnhappy as to haue their deſires, 
what were they but ſlaves? ſince where the Spaniard 
comes, he ſets himſelfe downe like an abſolute and ty- 
xannicall Lord , ſilencing all. Lawes bur his owne, 
- which are as thoſe of the eds and Perſians ;, yea as 
thoſe of Draco written in blood. Never did the Eurdanes 
more Lordirt in England, then they where they con- 
quer,or be let in vpon any tearmes: tell me Naples, Mir 
lan, — if this be not true, And though Keligion 
be made the ſtalking-hotſe ro infaruate and bewitch 
the mindes of men , and make them betray themſelucs 
and their Countrics to layerie ; yet the Lacke becing 
dared, and the Woodcocke in the Net, that maske is 
Laſt away, and there is a much truſt to their promiſes, 
as to the Moores their Kinſmen and late Countrimen,

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To returne tomy purpoſe ; if the vnizid Proninces rad 
peace with Spaine , then they muſt trade , as othets doe, ! 
at the appointment of Spaime 5 who hauing once the 
Faſt and Weſt [dies in poſſeſſion, would force all Eu- 
rope tO be their Retailers,andthat ypon molt ſervile and 
ynequall conditions , and ſo to take all commodities of 
them at the ſecond hand, and to venr: them for'theic 
profit only. Whereby , hauing before the indices, thoſe 
fountaines of gold and filuer in their power, rhey would 
alſo this way ingroſſe all the wealth of Chriſtendome 
into their coffers, and thereby inable and arme them- 
ſclues to accomplish 'that: vniverſfall Dominion they 
ayme at. For what should let them , whilſt they had 
the ſinewes of warre at command , and felt them(ſclues 
ſtrong enough to rush into the battel when they plea- 
fed ; and ſo to ſurpriſe others vnprovided- and vna- 
wares? whereas now the vnited Provinces meete with 
much of their Marchandize at an indifferent rate, 
and ſometime exchange Leade and Iron for Gold; not 
admitting them to be Mafers of the whole world by the 
Popes Donation, having as good a title as they had, Whil## 
they haue a ſword and power to wake good their title , as they 
did and dee. Why should it be juſtice in them to take 
from the Indies and inthrall them in ſeruitude, and in- 
juſtice in others, to take againe from them , and to re- 
deeme their owne liberties ? Eſpecially when all the 
gold they fetch from 1ndja ,- is but to make” chaines and 
ferters to captivate Chriſtendome, and all free Nations? 
Let others looke on and be laughed at, whilſt rheſe 
hare the world; or ſtand by and giue ayme , whilſt 
theſe win the prize; or helpe to hold yp others, till 
their, owne time comes for correftion ; the wnited Pro- 
I 2 VInces 
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vinces will not loſe: their parts neither inthe old-nor 
new world : for which (beſides their owne gaine and 
glory ) all Chriſtendome is beholden-to- them, whilſt 
both they oppole this:Movarch, and hinder his mon- 
ſtrousand prodigious growth in the Indes , and alſo re« 
ſtraine: him;from overflowing al} Erope with an yai- 
verſall Deluge'; as otherwiſe-he would do. | 
Apaine,-it the. /nited: Provinces weie all one with 
Spaine , or 'vaſſals to it, then were their conjunQion 
much more tertible : for hauing before the greateſt 
Land force of apy Potentate in Chriſtendome, if to 
this'there were . added their-firength at ſea,, wherein 
they excecde all Chriftian States but our owne,whothen 
could withſtand him ? for, it he frighted vs, cuen at 
Sea, in 88. when wee had theſe to helpe vs, to guard 
our Coaſls, and to keepe backe, and diuert the Prince 
of Parma from his intended attempts, what thenwould 
he do having theſe 10:helpe him , and-when he should 
finde not only the Hauens of Dunterke, Newport , Offend 
$luce,but all the Coaſts of Zeelandand Holland, as ſo many 
mourhes , open to aſſault and devoure vs at aq iaſtant ; 
and oportune to land fresh forces and ſupplies of all 
kindes at pleaſiire ?, This truth Eſconeds, Secretary to D. 
Tohn of Auſiria , ſaw long fince, and at this day the Spa- 
niard {ces it toowell ; and therefore labours more for 
theſe Countries then for the Indies ; nay , he waſtcth and 
imployes . willingly all his 1dtax treaſure! about the 
ferching in of thele-; becauſe he ſees it to-be more for 
his profit, at leaſt more conducing to the dire end 
of his aymes , to haue theſe then thoſe. For doubticle , if 
he were once ,ablolate Maſter of this wiſe and diligent 
people, he would ſoone bee Maſter of all Exrope be- 
ſlides 0 
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ſides, Since, beſides the conveniencie of Situtation, 
their induſtie is able to effet any difficult worke, 
which others thicke invincible : ſo that wee fee them 
powerfuil and proſperous euen in all ations they vn- 
dertake by Sea or Land ; and that they carry any epter- 
prize through., though it bee againſt Himſelfe , the moſt 
powerfull and politique Enemy in Chriſtendome. Mo# 
powerfulllcall him in regard of his Indies ; mo#t politique, 
in regard of hs Teſuites; and an Fncmy | call and count 
him in regard of Religion ; Wee beeing for Chriſt, and hee for 
Antichriſt. 

Thus had he theſe Countries joyned to thoſe Hee 
poſleſſeth together with thoſe that are Clients, ſubjeas, 
or vaſlals 10 the Houſe of Au#tria, Germany were wholly 
poſlefled , open roades by Sea and Land made to the 
conqueſt of Denmarke and Sweden; France were be- 
fieged and 'girt about , Eng/and cither ſubjected or 
blockt vp , and shut our of the world, and all Chri- 
ſtendome in daunger of a violent and ſodaine ſurpriſe 
by Sea and Land. Itconcernes all theſe therefore to 
looke about them , eſpecially the petty Princes of Ger- 
manie , except they intend to hold their Crownes at the 
courteſic of pains, and become fellow vaſſals with the 
reſt of Exrope , to the Catholique Sca and Scepter at 
once , as they haue dishonorably ſuffered their neigh- 
bours to be by dif union. Whereas the vnited Proninces, 


making good their Words With actions anſwerable , keepe creicuar, 


their owne , andget ground of the Sparrard, euen where 
he aſſaults, and do honorably extend their helpe to 
other Princes, even when the warre knockes at their 
owne doores for entrance , and when all corners of the 
Land may. heare the roaring of. the enemies Cannes 
] 3 wit 
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with contempt. So that all Europe beſides is the more 
ſecure, by reaſon theſe States and their Countries are 
imbroyled, and they againe inrich themſelues by that 
which impouerish the Frelish and all other Nations, 
(for which partly they may thanke the warres)I meane 
by the Eaſt-Indian Voyages, wherein they hauc theſe 
aduan tages, which ( I tuppoſe) others want. 

1. Firſt, they goe with leſle charge then others both 
for men and vitualls. Their ships requiring fewer per- 
ſons to man them, and their men lefſe viauall and 
courſer to keepe them, then ours, Beſides , many of 
them are venturers , and ſo sharers in the gaine: And 
therefore wilbe content to liue with little, to indure 
all difficulties , to worke out all hazards with pati- 
cence , and bee good husbands for the generall , whilſt 
they know the profit redounds to their particulars, 

2. Secondly, they carry out no coyne from their 
owne Srate , but what they bring in of others ; their 
owne being kept baſe ( perhaps for theſe purpoſes ) fo 
that they furnish themſelues elſwhere , and weaken not 
the wealth and common ſtocke which is currant in the 
State. 

3. Thirdly, they vent the commodities which they 
bring from thence, for the moſt part in other places, 
and returne cicher mony , or other more neceſlarie 
ſupplics, in ſtead of the leſle neceſſarie , which they 
carry out. 

4- Fourthly, they make ( as I haue before noted ) an 
caſic exchange , not trading vpon ſo {tri conditions as 
wee doc, but freely as the Spaniard doth with them 
and others;and ſo oftentimes meete their commodities 
halte way , and barter powder and $hot, for Pepper, 
Cloucs , and other ſpices. $. Filly 
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5. Fiftly, They hane a large territorie and ample 
command in the Eaſt-/zdies, from whence they haue 
expelled the Spariardand Portugatby force, and (o haue 
farre better oportunity & conveniencie to trade there, 
thenany other Nation whatſoever; nay, they are able 
to lade themſclues from their owne Lands, Yea, it is in- 
credible what ſtrength they haue- in thofe parts both of 
men, Forts, and Confederates; and what a circuit of 
ground they command , whereupon thoſe rich com- 
modities are growing : All which they haue wonne 
with their induſtrie, wiſedome, and valour, from this 
Enemy of theirs, having crackt his credit there among(t 
the nfidels, as they hope to do heere alſo among(t trac 
belecyers, Neither hath He hope cither there or here, 
ever to recover what Hee hath loſt both in reputation 
and Rent, except Hee can worke a diviſion among(t 
themſelves, or at leaſt betwixt them and ys: which 
therefore to cffef, He turnes every ſtone, and tryes all 
concluſions Policie can invent, But I truſt, even Thoſe 
of theirs that are moſt intereſted in the quarrels of the Church 
at home , and thoſe of ours Who are moſt intereſied in the Fa- 
ferne quarrels, ſee the yſſue of theſe differences too well, 
to giue ſcope to their affetions ſo farre , as thereby to 
be made inſtruments to repoſſeſle the Spanyard gither 
here or there inthe ground he hath loſt, Since what 
they at home helpe to giue the Spanyard, they take from 
their owne Libetrtie; and what we take,or helpe to take 
from the Hollander to giue to that State, is to take from 
our ſelyes, to giue to our enemies, whilſt we weaken 
our beſt friends, and make the generall enemy of Chri- 
ſtendome ſtrong, for our owne certaine iuine amongſt 
Others, 
Eens, I 4 AS 
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As for the terrible grouth of the #ollander., which 
ſome ſeeme to ſtartle at,it.cannor fright vs; ſince their 
principall ſtrength is at ſea, and ſo obnoxious to many 
vaavoydeable dangers in their trade, except they hold 
good correſpondencie with ys. For our very Coaſt 
wilbe encerable to command” them , and hold them in 
awe, and they muſt reſolue either in ſtormes to ride 
out all hazards, & fight againſt winde, tide, rocks, ſands, 
and all other caſualties , or to-ſubmit themſclues to the 
mercie of our harbours. And in/ calmes or fayre wea- 
ther they muſt paſſe eucry flie-bote , at leaſt every Flect 
they ſend out and receive home, with-a guard ſufh- 
cient to keepe vs ynder hatches; otherwiſe wee $hall be 
ſure-10 gaine more by their voyages, then they them- 
ſclues that are the venturers. Now how impoſlible it is 
for that State to preuent theſe diſaſters of theirs, and 
aduantzges of ours, is apparent to any man that obſer. 
ueth the ſituation of their Coaſt and ours, and conſide- 
reth how much, one D«nkerke ſtandes now in their way. 
Thus therefore whether they trade as Marchants or 
men of warre, and yyhether they labour to - increaſe 
their Eſtate at home orabroad , or io hold their owne 
already acquired, ourfriendship is ſo abſolutely neceſ(- 
ſarie, as they can doe nothing vvithout it, nor ſtir out 
vvithout leaue. So that God hath bound vs together by 
an'vndiſſolueable band -of neceſlitie ; and it were well 
therefore that our hearts aſwell as our Lands, and our 
trades in all other places, afwell as at home , were fo 
vaited; Now if Imay haue licence after ſo many judi- 
cious perſons that haue handled our trade in the Eaſt. 
Indiesto and fro ; and grounded their reaſons ypon ex- 
perience, to caſt in my conjeaures, I would lay; the 
cauſc wee thriue notin that yoyage,is :

Spices,then they do-perhaps, in the places from whence 
wee fetch them , and where Natare hath made ſome of 
them neceſlarie nourishments : fo that our owne ships 
are not ſufficient to farnish vs,. but others allo vent 
much of theſe their vanities ypon our Coaſt. Thus per- 
haps this or that man may be the richer by this Trade, 
but I cannot conceive how the publike purſe is filled 
with Bullion,or the Commonwealth adyanced, bur ra- 
ther much-impoverished, and-niiſcrably weakned by it. 
As for fuchas ſay, The Kings Cuftome is the greater, 

and shipping increafed by it , I can conceive no proba. 
bility in cither, but conjeure,that ſtocke which is there 
waſted, and worne out with vfe, would in both rheſe 
reſpects, be more beneficiall, were it any other-where, 
or any otherwife employed. | ( 

4. Fourthly, we are tyed toſuch hard conditions,as 

muſt needes bee a venter indeed, if wee profit by the 
Voyage : For it we be ſtrong, we mult not touch,with- 
out Spaine ſcales the Warrant ; and if we be weake , wee 
become a prey to them, orany other more potent. 
Thus we/ arc ſent out as sheepe amang Wolyes , and 
like Doves among Kites; and if we ſtirre any of .theſe 
contrary to expreſte order, that Iuſtice , which would 
moderate all commerce amongſt Chriſtians, in an eyen 
and <qual} Balance, makes a preſident of bis owne, and 
mucs'V$ vp at our returne. 

5, Fiftlyand laſtly, we haue no Land , or a very lit- 
tle in thoſe Parts, and ſonot the like meanes from our

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with thoſe ſeverall Nations, as they have; 

But now if it were poſſible to vaite our Trades there, 
and to bring both Nations into one Corporation , ic 
would be a meanes to ſtrengthen and aſſure both parts 
here and there, and to enrich both parts without feare 
of aoy third,or falling out amongſt our ſclycs. 

For 1 verily beleeye., that that diſguſt betwixt the 
two Nations in the Eaſt-Indies , was not ſent thither 
without a Rowgsb practiſe : nor can Ibelecye, that thoſe 
many delayes and dallyings Gnce yſed in the compoſi- 
tion of thoſe grievances, and in not ſatisfying His Ma- 
jeſties juſt demands, proceeded, altogether from free 
and loyall thoughts to their owne State, but had the 
corrupt mixture of Spane5h Lees in the bottome. Which 
may teach ys to be more charitable, then to cenſure the 
whole Nation for the praQtiſe of ſome few : ſincc wee 
may conſider , this State is compounded of members 
diverſly affeted ; and that the good and boneſt people 
doe ſutfer in our ſufferings , whilſt they ſee the others 
offer vs injurie , ypon purpoſe to make ys breake off, 
for the benefit of their Grand Signtor. . 

Thus we have ſcene a glimpſe of that profit, which 
the vnzted Provinces make of their Land-enemy : their 
other Enemy is the Water both ſalt and fresh ; of this 
likewiſe they make a profitable friend ,' as Lwill labour 
briefly to manitelt, Rl | | by 

The Sea lyes continually raging vpon. their Coaſts 
in ſuch a manner, asifit would hourely cate them vp, 
and ſwallow all at a mouthfull. It oyer-lookes them, 
and they ſeeme to lye ynder it: yet they keepe out this 
ſtrong enemy at the armes end by artand induſtrie,ha- 
ving nothing but rampiers and ad of Sand 
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to oppoſe it. To make theſe ſtrong therefore, 'and to 
ynitethem.that rhey may not be blown away with the 
violence of euery ſtormy vvinde, it is incredible 'yyhat 
paincs they take, ſetting a kind of long graſſe vpon the 
fame barren Sands , as curiouſly and carefully , as vyee 
ſet flowres'and hearbes iti otir gatdens : vyhich 'gtaſſe 
once gettitig roote, bindes the earrh'together ,-that the 
winde cannot readily come 1o blow it away , and tea- 
cheth them by the like combination to turne their 
weakeneſle into 'the like ftrength. Now this were no- 
thing, if they had but alittle banke to keepe, bur conſi- 
dering whata large” Coaſt they are to-guard and make 
good in this manner, (wanting 'our natarall yyalles of 
rocke) it is a miracle that they should have ſo much 
courage as to vndertake it, and-ſo much conſtancie as 
to purſue it;and ſo'much canning as to effett it. I make 
no queſtion if fome. Nations, who beare their heades 
aloft , had the like worke in hand , they would cither 
never attempt it, or faint and giue onuerin the midſt ;& 
Czf, Com- rather with the Helnetians , ſeeke new Countries to in- 
habite, then be at ſuch a continuall coft and care tb de. 
fend their owne againſt two ſach enemies at once: 
vyhen theſe notwithſtanding , do not only keepe their 
ground, butas they haue dealt vvith Spaine for his in- 
waſjon vpon their ancient Liberties ,' Rights, and Pri- 
viledges, fo hecre they haue wonne vpon the Ocean, 
and recovered a great part from the Seas vfurpation; 
part vyhereof , haning neither ſand nor other foyle to 
helpe them, they defend vvith ſtopendious heapes of 
ſtone, yvhich, vvith incredible coſt , they fetch from 
their neighbor Princes; cuen in places farre remore , for 
monie;and with a continuall ſupply of theſe from time 
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totime, keepe out theentrance of fo furious an. adver. 
fary, The aſſavlt and battery vyhich the Sea makes in 
this one place that I haue ſeene, is about an English 
mile long or more, which they defend and maintaine 
vvith huge piles of timber (brought likewiſe from fo- 
reigne. parts) 'inter-lined vvith thoſe heapes.of ſtone 
fore-mentioned about the bredth of two or three acres 
all that vvay : otherwife the Sea would breake in ouer 
all, aad ſoone determine the controuetrſie betwixt them 
and Spaipe , taking poſſeſſion of all from both of them 
by force. 

Thus wee fce how this people maintaine their 
owne, both againſt the King of Spaine and the Ocean, 
by helpes vvhich they fetch from forraine Nations; 
yvhilſt both ther fouldicrs,vyherewith __ oppolc os 
Spaniard, arc principally ſtrangers, and the-yery walles 
and bankes , CN hey bold out the Sea are like- 
wile forraine, and far-fetcht. And this is none of the 
leaſt part of the Piſmires wiſedome and diligence : to 
which Salomon ſends vs for imitation , whilſt he ſaith, 
Goe to the Piſmire , 0 Sluggard , Conſider ber Wayes , and be 
Wee. 

a as they haue this open and able enemie, the 
Ocean, beſieging them almoſt about,& afaulting them 
vvithout continually; fo haue they vvithin the fattiowe 
fresh-Waters , that vvill keepe within no bankes (like 
Schiſmatickes , without the ſalt of ſobriety and diſcreti- 
on) ouerflowing them at certaine ſeaſons. Infomuch 
as their ſoyle ſeemesa ſpunge in Summer, and a ſtan- 
ding Meare in Winter; for then, almoſt, all the face of 
the Continent is yndet water. But ſec what profit they 
make of this Adycrfatie , whilſt cutting large paſſages 
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from' place to place with incredible coſt , theſe waters 
worke for them continually as faithtull ſeruants , con- 
veying their ates by this meancs, toand fro, ina 
cheape , cafic, and ſafe manner, -And ſuch vſe doubtleſle 
do they make of the ſcuerall feas and Religions , by 
neceſſitic tolerated amongſt them ,/ to helpe to carry 
the generall charge and - burthen of the - Common. 
wealth, withthe greatereaſe and aflurance. 

Nay not only the water, but the winde al(o is their 
journeyman , and labors continually for them by Mils 
and other Engines ; ſome pumping ang forcing the wa- 
ters out of their ſurrounded paſtures ; ſome preſſing 
oyles; others bearing flaxe , hempe , copper ;{ome grin- 
ding corne , others ſpice; ſome making paper , others 
lawing timber; and briefly, neither man , woman , 
or child;, neither ſea nor land, neither water nor winde 
ſuffered tobe idle,but whereſoeyer it blowes , it blowes 
good toſome of them. And it is remarkable & wonder- 
full, that though there be many of theſe Mils in every 
toOwne, yet none of them lacke worke , but have aſmuch 
todo as they can turne their hands to attend. But whilſt 
wee conſider the harmony of the whole , together 
withthe neceſlarie dependancie of one part with and 
vpon another , wee readly ſee, that theſe Mils helpe 
to imploy their ships, and their ships them interchan- 
geably ; So that whereas one faith witztily but not 
well, How all the elements con{pire there together to 
be naught , to shew their diſlike of the naughty people, 
I may wuly ſay, All the naughty Elements are forced 
there to do good, to shew the vertue and diligence of 
the good people, who conſpire together in honeſt la- 
bor and artificjall induſtrie. And this js one of the _ 
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ſes they can do things they vndertake, at cheaper rates 
then many with vs, becauſe they make the artificiall 
Engine to worke for them , vvhich with the caſie at- 
tendance of one or two diſpatcheth the buſineſle, per- 
haps, of twenty. Thus as Sertorive taught his vycake 
ſouldicr-to pull off the horſe tayle, haire after haire, 
which a ſtronger could not moue together all at once, 
ſo theſe make their ſtrong wits ſupply the defect of 
weake handes,and with the helpe of Pa//as or Mercurie, 
effe& that yyhich Briarizs would wonder at. By this 
meanes an infinite number of people are imployd in 
Shippes, Samorcuſes, Hoyes, Skutes, and Botes , to car- 
1p recarry commodities , to fish,, fowle - and trade 
rom towne to towne. So that, though it be hard (as I 
haue ſayd) to determine whether the Land or Seca be 
moſt inhabited by this Nation; yet. it is very proba- 
ble, and I verily belecue, that if their Land fecdes one, 
and inricheth one, the water feedes two, and inricheth 
ten for that one. And fo excelleatly haue they contri- 
ved theſe channels , as they ſerue not only for neceſla- 
rie draines to their grounds, and for highwaycs in 
tranſporting their goods com modiouſly from: place to 
place , but for ornaments alſo to beautific aſwell as in- 
rich their Townes, where the Ships and Botes paſle vp 
and downe through their ſtreetes ,, and loade and vn- 
loade, take in,and deliver wares at their dooxes; the ri- 
yers being walled on both ſides with faire houſes , and 
the banks (er orderly and pleaſantly with trees in moſt 
places as you paſſe the common ſtreetes of greateſt 
dealing and ſtirring. 
Thus trade they withia land amongſt themſclues, to 
the exceeding pleaſure and profit of all , and abroad zt 
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Sea by the Eaſt and Weſt 7ndian Voyages, by their fish- 
ings fot Whale , Cod , Stirgeon , Herring, and the like, 
they imploy a world of Shippes and men , and by this 
meanes are not only able to maintaine the vyarres , but 
to helpe their neighbors alſo vvith Men and money : 
and notyvithſtanding all this, to build and plant yvith 
ſuch coſt and curioſitic , as if they meant not to loſe the 
poſſeſſion , or did it for the yſe of other men , eſpecially 
their good friends the Spaniards. Nay rather they ſeeme 
to build thus richly and gorgeouſly vpon purpoſe, as if 
they intended by that meanes to 1intice rhe couetous 
andambitious Spaniards to afſault them , and yet yvith- 
ail toaſſure the Aſlaylants of their reſolution , ro ſtand 
out to the laſt man ; and that they take not ſuch paines 
for the pleaſure of any other, but themſclues and their 
oyvyne children,cſpecially not for their Enemies,vvhom 
they rather contemne then feare , as theſe evidences 
manifeſt, 

Now as wee paſle along, it will, not be amiſle to 
ſpeake a word of their buildings , which are faire, large, 
yniforme, all of brick , edged with marble or free-ſtone, 
No coſt is ſpared either ro; adorne them without or 
within , or to adapt them to the owners vie. Many of 
their houſes are payed with blacke and white Marble, 
and curiouſly fronted and in-layd with diuerſe rich 
pieces. Yea the paving of their ſtrectes isſuch , being 
much of it bricke laid edge-wiſe , as doth witneſle the 
generall willingneſſe of rheir hearts to adyance any 
publique worke cither for neceſlarie vie or ornament : 
wherein they area people beyond compariſon forward 
and liberall , ſo that all common workes of whatſocuer 

Kinde , are with great zeale and diligence performed on 
| all 
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all hands, 'and:that they-may be vvell and ſubſtantially 
effected and maintained ,' no coft is thought roo much 
atany hand. 

Itell not apy of theſe nigh-and notable thinges , as 
wonders farre off, but to make this wonder the more 
notable, that being lo necte and fo well kaowne by 
many, they are followed by ſo few, nay ſcarce imitated 
by any. 

Their planting is likewiſe remarkcable , where not 
only the ſeucrall Citics and townes haue large , faire, 
and pleaſant walkes , ſer with trees after an exatt , 
artificiall, and beautifull manner , and ſo kept and pre- 
ſerued with great care and coſt ( as the private Gardens 
of great Perſons with vs, oras Morefeelds of late, in imi- 
tation of theſe ) but alſo the very hedge-rowes are ſo 
fenced ; and orderly diſpoſed, and the high-wayes ſo 
planted , as 'a man would thinke he till trauclled 
through private walkes , not publique roades , and 
thorow-fares. 

Onercaſon of this may bee, becauſe through all theſe 
Countries there are either none or very few Commons. 
Thoſe that are; being yery ſmall, are thus imployd for 
matter of ornament, where the common perſon is 
not ſuffered ( as with vs ) to ſpoile all at his pleaſure, to 
cut downe what his predeceſſors planted : but all is pre- 
ſeraed by generall conſent. Which I know not whether 
to attribute to the good diſpoſition of the people ,and 
their care of poſtcritic., or to the wikedome and dili- 
gence of the Magiſtrates , executing good Lawes ſtritly 
and impartially which tend and reſpeC publique vtili- 
ty; or to the people and Magiſtrates joyntly "om 
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and conſedting in one for the:common good. 
And that | haue ſome reaſon for;this doubt , confi. 
der that with vs there is more good ground waſted (to 
paſle by Forreſts, Chaſes and Parkes , matters of meere 
pleaſure, or more pleaſure: then profit, ) and not to 
mention. Commons which. lye-dry Winter and Sum- 
mer) in fennes and ſurrounded grounds , then iscon. 
tained in all the Lowe-Conuntries; in all the Low-Countries,l 
ſay,where meanes for the maintenanceof all theſe wars, 
and works, and buildings, and wonders before mentio- 
ned,andafterto be mentioned is found out. And theſe 
fennes or Commons of ours. (whatſocuer other shew 
they make to the ignorant and vnexpericnced at firſt 
ſight) ſerue for nothing but to breed idle perſons , va- 
gabonds, thecues, and beggars : For cither, b.jng ſuch, 
they reſort to thoſe places as to their harboroughs and 
couetts, or comming thither able and honeſt men, are 
ſoone made fuch ': Firſt, by the charge of the' pooxe, 
which they finde there, towhom they are forced to 
contribute by the Law. Secondly , by the waſted ſoyle, 
promiſing fairely in the Spring, but deceining theizex- 
pcRation in Winter, the time of moſt need. Thirdly, by 
the converſation of their neighbors,corrupting c ne the 
ether by idle example. Fourthly, by the oporitunity of 
places out of the way, and fo out of the eye of the 
Law and Magiſtrate, and giuing $helter to all diſor- 
ders. SO that in England generally, where you finde the 
largeſt Commotis, there you may finde theſe miſerable 
enormiries, Neither will the people learne better either 
by reaſon or experience, ſo hath ſuperſtition wedded 
them tothe errors ,of their Anceſtors: in every re-

ers , they had before rob'd and.difinherited : ſodoubt- 
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pretitighips: Where notwithſtanding they-are not ſuf- 
tered to hang idlely from their worke, and to loyter 
away the time , but fed, diſpatched , and ſent away pre- 
ſeatly. The like to this , or rather better , was that a&& 
for binding out apprentiſes vvith vs even. to husband- 
men in the Country , vvhich vvas hotly purſued a- 
vvhile by ſome good Patriots vvith happy ſucceſſe ; bur 
this ſoone met diſcouragements , as many other good 
things doe, vyhich are exccutcd yyith more heate then 
conſtancie. 

2. Secondly, their charities are ſeene in their Almeſ- 
bouſes for the aged people of both ſexes , ſeucrally by 
them(clues ; whoſe Roomes are kept, and they tended, 
both in a neceſſary and neate manner ; inſomuch , as 
aman comming into one of thoſe houſes ( as every 
toyvne hath one of 'them- at the leaft, very large and 
faire , wvith gardens and all otherneceflarics forthe de. 
light and recreation: of wearic age) he would judge 
them to be built only for shew and braueric : Yea, 
euery ſcuerall chamber or Cell is ſo adorned and fur- 
nizhed, as ir would nor: only content the dweller , but 
delightche beholder alſo: And a'ſtranger would rather 
judge them the habitations of rich Marchants, thea of 
poore decrepide and decayed perſons. 

I know no Nation ' dat vs.in theſe kinds of 
workes ; eſpecially ſince'the Reformation of Religion, 
and that "the Goſpel 'came to bee freely preached a- 
mongſt vs,ſo that ( to the honour of God and His cauſe 
be it ſpoken ) our thankefulneſſe hath beene more fruite. 
full ,then our Adverſaries mer: but theſe: of ours are 
the charitable ations of particular perſons, ſothat one 


place'hath ( perhaps ) ſaperflaitic of proviſions, having 
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many Almes-houſes , and another lackes neceflarie fup- 
plies, having none : whereas in the wnized Provinces 
theſe houſes are maintained at the publike charge of 
the State or the Cities; and ſo every place is alike fufh- 
ciently:provided for according to an eyen and equall 
proportion. 

3. Thirdly, thcir Waſe-houſes for poore Orphans are 
ordinarie in every Towne, where great numbers of 
children of both Sexes, are educated, ( as in Chrifts. 
church Hoſpitall in London ) and ſome of them taught 
Trades , others trayned vp in Learning , and every. one 
employed according as they arc inclined and found ca» 
pable;and then ſent out.to ſerue in the Church or Com- 
monwealth, when they are fitted for that purpoſe. 

The-women have choice to goe orſtay at pleaſure : 
but if they marry, then are they.diſmiſſed from thence, 
yet not empty handed, bur ſo provided as may ferue to 
ſet yp yong beginners, leſt they should ſeemeonely to 
marry , as with vs they vſc 10 doe toq often , to-fill the 
Commonwealth with idle-beggars., 

4- Fourthly , their Gueſt- houſes for ficke arc 'ge- 
nerall in all places, and well provided of all necefſaries 
as the other before-mentioned. There the ſickefinde 
cleane linnen, good beds and fires , attendance , meate, 
drinke , Phiſicke, Chycurgefic ,. and whatſoever may 
helpe toward his recovery at the common charge of the 
State.

ond the grinding of the faces of poore men, the diſcourage-

+ hundred : what the Lumbacd takes 1 certainely know 


not , but-in ome places I heare the Lumbard it ſelfe is 
tiedtq thoſe lowe rates aforeſaide. 
Thus firſt, they wiſely prouide to keepe men from 
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want, by imployment , and then prouide to' ſupply 
their wants, if age , ſicknes, infirmitie , or caſualtie caſt 
them into poucrtie, by vnavoydable neceſlitie. 

And all theſe with many other charges domeſticke 
and forraine , may the more caſily be ſuſtained, whilk 
the people arc naturally or cuſtomarily frugall , and 
bound to beſo , if not by Lawes , ( as wee are to no pur- 
poſe) yetat leaſt by the example of their Predeceflors 
dead and Superiors liuing, as 1 would ro God wee were, 
This frugality of theirs appeares in three reſpeRts ; in 
their feeding , and cloathing, and calling : or in their £&f

x, Firſt , their dies is but homely,euery day is nota Wian 
feaſting day , but they know God made a Sea aſwell as 
a Land, fishaſwel as flesh, and appointed there should 
be Faſts aſwell as Feaſts, Yea,their whole life ſeemes no- 
thing but to faſt from ſaperfluity,ifwee compare it with 
our owne,except their exceſle in drinke, which is the on- 
ly ſtaine of their Nation : Neither is this ſo much as Ru- 
mour makes it ſeeme; for euen in this vice l feare wee 
excecde them; at leaſt I am ſure,if they ſpead more time 
in drinking then we doe, wee ſpend moredrinke then 
they vſe to doe in the like time. 

As for their feaſtes, ifany exceſſe be among them, 
jtis there to be found, and that rather in their long 
ſittings, then coſtly ſurfers: for theſe their mectings 
ſceme meerely to be louc-fealtes, and to be made more 
for{ocietie and neighbourhood , then for the delicacic 
of the Cates, which are neither various nor chargeable. 
They travell not oyer Sea and Land for daintics , nei- 
ther need they travell farre for Cookes ; their owne 
ſcrac their turne , and fit their ſtomachs and pallates

frexch,/ Salt is their principall ſpice , and they trauellto 


cry then either the luxurious 1zalian, or ryorous 
the Indies rather for vs then- for themſelues : ſince if 
they ſpend one pound of thoſe Drugges, wee , for that 
one, (I belecuc ) ſpend one hundred. And the ſame may 
be ſaid of Sugar and other compoſitions for ſauces, 
which they bring to. vs, as to Gluttons, whilſt , like 
ſober and temperate perſons , they abſtaine themſelues 
from the exceſſive vie of thoſe vawholeſome prouo- 
cations. 

2, Secondly, as their dietis moderate , whereall ex. 
cſſe and waſte is avoyded, 1o are they modeſt in their 
apparell , chewing themſclues conſtant to their country 
fashion , and decently cloathed cuery man according 
to his ranke and flate, The Lawes ncede not limit 
them, whilſt Reaſon is their Law ; and they are asha- 
medtogo in fuch apparell , as we shame to be without: 
I meane , as with ys the only glory is tobe gay , and the 
greateſt shame to be ynder-clad or cuen-clad to our 
Callings : ſo with them the greateſt shame is to be 
gaudy , and the greateſt glory to be decently and mo- 
deſtly attired , e£quall to. their abilities , or rather vnder 
then aboue it : But now the light example of the French, 
ſkconded by our more futable ney arg hath be- 
gun to taint them by degrees with cuery cxceſle, eſpe- 
cially in apparell ; and if the prouident Magiſtrate looke 
not to it betimes , the ynbrideled and licencious youth 
will, in this reſpet, vado the publique , and weaue fet- 
ters of filke for their owne | ng which their plaine 
and wiſe forefathers ( in imitation of the renowned 
Spartans ) broke aſunder by induſtrie , and kept broken 
by frugality and contented ruſticitie. Afſurcdly the cu- 

| M cuſtomary 
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cuſtomary ſubje&ion to any of rheſe vices, effeminatey 
the heart of man , and prepares a Stare fit and ſupplefor 
any other ſubjeion , how baſe, dejeed, or dishono. 
rable foevyer it bee. 

3« Thirdly , as their diets and clothes are meane, fo 
are they generally contented with the eſtates and titles 
of theit Anceſtors, not vainely orambitiouſily hunting 
after the badges of Gentilitie or Nobilitie, and vndoing 
themſeclues ro purchaſe either. For they thinke it a 
madneſſe to clip their wings, thereby to impe out their 
traines, to leſſen their meanes for the increaſe of their 
charge , and to (ell their Landes to buy titles. Mx 
better is it ( ſay they ) tobe Earle of Hollandin poſſeſſion, then 
ritular King of leruſalem. And by this contentment they 
enjoy. themſclues in a retired priuacie , whilſt the 
. Common-wealth enjoycs them as able to ſcrue herin 
all reſpe&s publiquely , as if they had ſtiles anſwerable 
to their deſcrvings. By this meanes alſo: they are not 
charged with ſuch pompe & futniture cither of clothe, 
ſtuffe , Plate, and attendants, as ſuch a ſtate would 
require , nor are they forced , forthe ſuckling and ſatil 
fying of theſe Calues , to draw milke from. the Com. 
mon-wealth till bloud follow, as they muſt do ,should 
they heighten their tation. 

I dare fay , that their moderation in theſe three ref. 
pets , is none of the leaſt meanes that they are fo well 
able to goe through with all other difficulties ; whereas 
with vs the contrarie affeQion in theſe particulars, 
workes the contraric effe@s, being the three principall 
cauſes of our generall want. 

1. Firſt for dict, it iswonderfull , that the Belly and 
Backc of Evglang , like Bel and the Dragon ,by my 
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and Pride should devoure all Gods bleſfings , which 
both by Sea, and Land. it ſfelfe aboundantly brings 
forth; and which, if men and not beaſtes had the dif. 
poſing of it, were able plentifully to helpe others; 
when as wee, not therewith contented , as if it were 
ſome barraine part of the world, and not one of the 
fruitfulteſt, doe call for ſnppliesour of treland and Scor- 
land alſo, (eſpecially of Becte and Mutton) when no 
Land in Chriſtendome is better furnished of thoſe fo- 
lid and ſubſtantiall prouifions then our owne. But 
thoſe brethren of ours both in Ireland and Scotland arc 
content” with. dricd fish\, barly-broth , milke , whay, 
cruds , shamrocks, long woorts, rootcs, and the like, 
yhil they furnish vs with their flesh which they 
finde ſo vendible in our Markets. 

One of the cauſes of this may bee the idle waſte of 
our young fore, cuen then when they are new falne frs 
the dam. What droves of Calues, Lambs, Rabets, and 
yong Fowle, with fish, fruit, and abundance of other vi- 
ands , are daily devoured in one City of London before 
they come to maturitie,, and that for the ſatisfattion of 
every prodigall youth,and luxurious Dame 2 

2. Secondly, for apparell, (beſides that no mans me- 
mory can thinks ypon all the out-landish toyes, which 
are howrely brought in, and made neceſlaric to vs, by 
the chaoge of ſo many new fashions that haue floated 
amongit.ys in their ſeaſons) the principall clothing 
vſed amongſt vs, is both forraine and beyond the abi- 
lity of the wearer, if either his eſtate and calling, or the 
Lawes of the Land were looked vpon with reſpect. 
But wee are more led in theſe things by the example of 
our preſent ſuperiors, then the Lawes of our wiſer pre- 
M 2 deceſlors, 
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deceſſors.” It vvere bravery therefore indeed vvorthy 
of a Courtier, knowing others would imitate and fol- 
low him in the head of the fashjon, to adorne himſelfe 
vvith domeſtique ornaments, banishing thoſe Dorres 
and Burrerflics from his eares and clbowes , who durft 
buzze about him contrarie perfwaſions : and whilſt 
hee ſceth the [ralian, French and. Spaniard come in Silkes, 
to incountertheſe with-skarlet cloth ; thoſe Engiish bra- 
ucries, as our Anceſtonrs had wont, and our -yviſet 
neighbours yſe to doe. What adyantage hath an embro- 
dercd coate,of a plaine modeſt habite, in; treaty or coun- 
ſell? Onely this, that the more ſober perfon knowes 
there may be a ſudden sharpnefſe of yvit, or a reſerycd 
formality, no ſolidity, where there is fo much yanity. 
And now, I pray, vvhen Gallants know that this is the 
generall opinion of the world, and their 'outward ha- 
bics isone of the principall markes whereby men gueſſe 
at the inward, vyhat haue they gotten by their afteed 
braueric ? nay how much rather, if they bee vviſe , haue 
they loſt, to buy the opinion of folly at ſo deare a rate? 
doubtlefle, if in theſe kindes wee could bee ſo happily 
vviſe, as to moderate our ſelves cirher by Lawes or ecx- 
ample, wee should ſoone abate much of our neigh- 
bours pride, vvho for lacke of yent for their vanities, 
vvould bee forced to ſpend them yvithin themſelves; 
andſo our Broad-clothes would in short time fret out 
their Silkes and Velyets; and wee Should learne by the 
frugall example of the vviſe Piſmire_, to make profitc of 
them, as they now make profit of ys. 
-- Thelike may be ſaid of that ambitious diſpoſition 
or humourof ours to huat after titles, as if the Calcn« 
tare of Spayne bad infeated our more temperate clituare, 
tO gt ghee ay 
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and-fo intoxicated our judgements , that like perſons 
giddy vvith high climbing, or high looking , yvee had 
forgot our owne ſtanding, infomuch as the Teomandrie_s 
aſpires to Gentilitie, the Gentilitie to Nobilitie, the Nobili- Eg, 1 4, 
fie to Principalitie : Euery one with Lucifer ſaying, Ero 

wilis a/tiſsimo. And thus Confuſion mixcth all , and 
marres all. 

There are Lawes to prevent all theſe diſorders, and 
to keepe eycry man in his ranke : But they lye dead, 
whilſt theſe vices often liue in the perſons that should 
exccute them. So that the offence is lawfull , the Lawe 
is fiafult; vice hath: gotten the vpper-hand of vere, 
and the Lawe now cither ſerves to-no end, or onely 
ferues to 5hew v5 onr trawſereſsions, and how apt wee are 
to doe whatſoever Iuſtice prohibites, though therein 
wee contradiCt botlrthe will of God andthe King, Would 
God that heereafter whofoever durſt preſume to begge 
the penaltic of a Statute ordayned for preuenting or 
rmooving theſc and the like common annoyances, 
thereby to make the lawe voy for his private benefite, 
(diſpenſing with-a generall offence done to the Com. 
mon-wealth) might be counted a traytour (as truly hee 
isno better) and ſo punished for his treaſon, that others 
might heare, and feare, aud do no more [0. 

{ might adde fitly in this place the ſeveritie of the 
Magiſtratcs in the wnized Provinces, in- taking all mults 
of this kinde where the tranſgrefſion is common , and 
imploying ſuch forfeitures:to the generall good of the 
State , mating with the blood of one Scorpion, an Antidote a- 
gainſ! the poyſon of others.
